In Sudbury to buy raw nickle for) 
a German Matellurgical firm, Eysten | 
Berg said recently that until he knew | 
for what the metal could be bought 
he would be unable to say whether 
the new refining method developed 
by his company would be cheaper 
than that used by International 
Nickel. 

“The company I represent, the I. 
G. Farbenindustrie Corporation of 
Frankfort, has developed a new me- 
thod of refining nickel,” he said. “I 
am here to negotiate with the Falcon- 
bridge Nickel Mines for the purchase 
of a quantity of nickel matter to test 
our new process.” 

The new German method he said 
was chemical, somewhat like the old 
Mond process. He made no claims 
for it, saying only that he had not 
yet had a chance to compare costs 
with the International Nickel Com- 
pany’s process. 

Intention of the Farbenindustrie 
is to dispose of the foreign rites 
to its process, retaining only the 
rights to refine nickel in Germany, 
but his mission is not in any way 
connected with the disposition of 
manufacturing rights.
